O TH fX G in the history of the development of racial 
types is more remarkable than the phenomena to he ob­ 
served in that of the American people in the brief period 
covered by the last ion years. 
Within the span of a cen­

plete change, so much of a change, in fact, that the typ­ 
ical American face has become extinct. 
Nobody realizes 
this fact more clearly than the sculptor, especially if the 
sculptor be one, like myself, devoted to Americana and 
to the plastic representation of national heroes and na­ 
tional events. For the greatest difficulty contemporary artists must 
face in the pursuit of this line of work is the securing of 
suitable

There is truth in the saying that we are a nation 
of 
dyspeptics. We are so largely from the fact that we hurriedly 
swallow* our food instead of properly masticating it. 
In the fowl there is a gizzard or grinding mill that does sufficient 
work. Human beings have nothing which takes its place. Our intel­ 
ligence should cause us to take time to properly masticate the food 
we put in our stomachs; when it is not properly digested it decom­ 
poses, gas is formed, the stomach is distended, pressing up upon the 
heart and interfering with its action. 
The blood is not supplied with the proper elements and becomes 
poor; the kidneys are required to do extra work to strain out waste 
products from this impoverished blood, and there is a breaking down 
of the structure, this often leading to brights disease and other or­ 
ganic changes. 
The system thus reduced is in a poor condition to 
withstand the attacks of the germs of various diseases; hence they get 
in their work. 
We have prepared the soil for them. 
If I sow wheat 
on the greensward of my lawn I cannot expect to secure a crop. 
If 
I prepare the soil by tilling and fertilizing, then the seed has an oppor­ 
tunity to take root. We have prepared the way for the germs by our 
rapid eating and the consequences follow it. 
lf the mucous membrane is healthy there is little chance for the 
germs to secure a hold. 
But in our hurry and haste we prepare the 
soil for them.

Nearly ull of the northern aud east 
em part of Guatem ala is covered w ith 
a dense tropical forest, consisting of , 
m ahogany, different kinds of cedar, 
chicle urn! other hard woods. 
Along 
stream s down which logs can be float 
ed much of the mahogany has been 
cut, but us yet very little of the other 
w oods have been marketed. 
This is es­ 
pecially true of the departm ents of Pe 
ten, Alta Verapaz aud Uabal. 
M ost of the forests still belong to the 
governm ent, aud the usual method of 
securing the timber is by concession, 
by which a certain number of trees are 
cut at a given price per tree, or a atip 
ulated sum is paid for the timber on a 
given tract. 
It Is not an easy matter 
to get titles to large tracts of land in 
Guatemala, as it is discouraged by the 
governm ent. These concessions are not 
usually granted for a longer period 
than Ave years. 
Som etim es it is stipu­ 
lated that if a certain number of trees 
are rut during that tim e they m ust be 
renewed. 
The piue forests are limited, being in 
the mountainous country principally 
and inaccessible. 
Most of Hie lumber 
used com es from the I lilted States, 
principally’ from California. 
The f c l ­ 
eats of this country are generally so 
inaccessible that the railroad com pa­ 
nies Import nearly all their ties and 
even import coal, lieeauso it is difficult 
for them to get enough flrow ood.-N ew 
York Herald.
